Marine on leave dies in

The victim was the son of Jef- 
frey and Frankie Adkins, of West 
Liberty, and was a member of the 
Morgan County High School 
graduating class of 2007.

Hello from Judge Tim Conley 
and Staff. 

This week, I would like to 
explain to the citizens of Morgan 
County how the finances work 
inside county government. 

All income is received 
through my office or wired to our 
bank account. There is a paper 
trail which shows where each and 
every dollar comes from and how 
it is deposited. After being depos- 
ited in the bank, the only way it 
can be withdrawn is to pay bills 
by purchase order numbers. 

Throughout the month, when 
an employee needs to purchase 
such things as rock, gas diesel 
fuel, concrete, payroll disburse- 
ments, etc., the employee calls 
the office to get a purchase order 
number (from the office); then, 
once a month at the fiscal court 
meeting, the magistrates review 
and vote on whether to approve 
the purchase orders and payment 
of the bills. Then the County 
Treasurer prints all checks and it 
takes his signature and mine to 
make this check a valid transac- 
tion. No check can be written 
without the approval of the mag- 
istrates and no check can be 
cashed without the two required 
signatures of the County Trea- 
surer and the County Judge Ex- 
ecuti ve . 

This method of bill paying 
keeps everything up front and 
makes the entire Fiscal Court 
accountable for the finances of 
County Government.
